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The Torpedo Steering Department at Gem (ITO0/SP), Berlin, has been dis- 
solved, All the property of this department has been packed and sent to 
Moseow or Leningrad. The personnel of the department has been trans= 
ferred to the Acoustic Devices Department under Shabanov. 


During January 1949, thirty men were discharged from the Instrument 
Construction Department which has been headed by Malikov. An undetermined 
number of men hawe been dismissed from the Ship Nachinery Department under 
Demidovich. 


The Rosslau group, which is now called "Aussenetelle Rosslau" » has joined 
the Ship Construction Department as an independent group and comes directly 
under Demidovich. Loebau, former chief of the Construction Bureau Rosslau 
is with the group, as well as Sollger, who was fornerly with the Acoustic 

' Devices Department of the "SP, Both of these men are considered good 
engineers, Of the forty-five men taken over from the Construction Bureau 
Rosslau, only three have been dismissed. The work of the Rosslau group 
consists of making minor improvements on the so-called "TragflAchenboot". 
The boat itself is in Rosslau but incurred some demage which is now being 
repaired, This damage involved a break of the shaft, One such boat was 
sent to Russia with only minor repairs, The second one is now underroing 
vrepairs and trials. Th-ee similar boats are now usdergoing trials at the 
test station in Mellensee, They have the designations VW 1 and VW 2, end 
differ in construction from other designs by having lerve wings swept backe 
ward, ‘The third, designated VW 3, is driven by air screws, It is believed 
that these boats will provide work for more than eight weekr,j.e. through 
the end of Uarch 1949. 


The entire Ship Construction Department has been working of late on police 
boats, fire police boats, and on the "Sechskomponentenwarge" Gix~-component 
balanes), one of which was finished and sent to Russia3 the others are under 
construction now,
